Supervising-Architect Hill, after reading 
the report of the commission on his course, 
expresses the following opinion: Some of 
the findings he had anticipated, but there 
were others which took him by surprise.

FUTURE MOVEMENTS. 

New York, Sept. 17.—|Special.]—The ten 
members of the Corean Embassy arrived 
here from Washimeton on me Pennsylvania 
Road today at 5:30 o’clock. They were met 
at the station by Assistant Secretary-of-State 
Davis, and wereescorted to the Fifth Avenue 
liotel, where they wili be presented to Presi- 
dent Arthur at 11 o’clock tomorrow morving. 
After the train had stopped all the coaches 
were rapidly emptied except the parlor car, 
in which the members of the Embassy were 
seated. They were the last to dise:abark, 
and as they filed outin the order of their 
rank, with Prince Min Young Ik at their 
head, they presented a strange appear- 
ance, At the hotel the members were 
taken to the third floor, near President 
Arthur’s rooms, and given adjoining suites, 
ana all the evening they were seen darting 
about the corridors, to the amazement of 
such of the guests as happened to be in that 
part of the building. At the presentation to 
the President tomorrow the Coreans will at- 
tire themselves in brilliant decorated robes 
made expressly for the occasion, and expect 
to eclipse anything in that line which they 
have exhibited along the line of their jour- 
ney. ‘They will start in the evening for Bos- 
ton in the United States steamship Dispatch, 
which has been put at their disposal by Sec- 
retary Chandler. After spending a week in 
that city, witnessing the exhibition, they will 
return to New York and go directly to 
Washington, where the object of their mis- 
sion to this country will be performed. 


THE PRIZE RING, 
SLADE ENGAGED FOR A TOUR WITH SULLI- 
VAN 


New York, Sept. 17.—(Special.]—After 
what appeared to bean interminable amount 
ot negotiating, Mr. Al Smith today finally 
succeeded in securing the services of Mr. 
Herbert A. Slade, the Maori, to form one of 
the ventral figures in the John L. Sullivan 
combination which, as already annouuced, 
will make a tour of the United States 
and visit the principal cities of England and 
France. At first it was proposed to give Mr.

come. It was said that Mr. Smith, who is 
the general manager of the whole scheme, 
scoured the whole country in search of some 
big fellow with at least some reputation to 
stand up before the Boston tenderfoot, 
but, strange to say, every bruiser applied to 
declined to spar with Mr, Sullivan, on the 
pretense that, owing to some existing griev- 
ance, he (Sullivan) would knock out his 
man, Mr. Smith saw the necessity of hav- 
ing some one of equal size to spar 
with the Boston boy, and he was compelled 
to return to this city and reopen negotia- 
tions with Slade. This afternoon Messrs. 
Mace, Smith, Rice, Moutague, and the New 
Zealander had a conference with a view to 
reaching some understanding. Mr. Smith 
said that although Mr. Sullivan was 
domg a thriving business in his palatial 
saloon at the Hub he had already 
grown tired of being gazed at like a caged 
tiger. Besides Sullivan wanted to turn his 
back on gin-mills. After a good deal of talk 
it was agreed by Mr. Smith Slade should 
receive $1,000 a month and his expenses. 
This was satisfactory and a written agree- 
ment was drawn up. The final arrange- 
ments will be made in Boston tomorrow.

COMMISSIONER FINK. 


Testimony of the Trunk-Line Arbi- 


trator Before the Senate 
Labor Committee. 


Organized Action of the Railroads Made 


Necessary by Extensions and 
Fierce Competition, 


Water Routes Very Effectual as Regulators of 


Railway Charges—Government Roads 
impracticable. 


New York, Sept’ 17.—Albert Fink, Com- 
missioner of the trunk lines, was the first 


witness before the Senate Committee on 


Labor and Educatiop. He stated that he was 
at the head of a bureau composed of about 


forty railroad companies, which had organ- 
ized for the purpose of establishing and 
maintaining a uniform tariff. The extension 
of railroad lines in the United States and the 
fierce competition between them made organ- 
ized avtion necessary to their existence. It 
would not do for each to operate and fix its 
own rates of transportation without regard 
to other roads. . 

In order to improve connections and better 
accommodate the public by establishing a 
uniform system of rates the Joint Executive 
Committee was formed. The system of rail- 
road management has been greatly compli- 
cated by the immense increase in the num- 
ber of roads. The roads represented in the 
association of which witness was at the head 
were five trunk lines—New York Central, 
New York, Lake Erie & Western, Pennsyl- 


vania, Baltimore & Ohio, and the Grand 


Trunk Line of Canada, with ail their West- 
ern connections. The latter are roads run- 
ning east and west. The territory in which 


‘the roads are located is included between 


— Ohio and Mississippi Rivers and the great 
es. 

Mr. Fink also stated there were two other 
associations west of the Mississippi River, 
one of which Included several large lines 
running west from Chicago, as the Chicago 
& Northwestern, the Chicago & Alton, the 
Chicago & Rock island, and the Chicago, 
Burlington & Quincy. The other association 
comprised roads west of the Missouri. Both 


associations were under the control of J. W. 


Midgeley. 


The first attempt at organization of any 


railroads was in the South in 1875, when wit- 
ness was manager of the Louisville & Nash- 
ville. At that time there was fierce competi- 
tion between the various east-and-west roads, 
and the property of the commercial interests 
of the country was endangered. A system 
was established on the same basis that at 
present prevails in the North. The plan 
worked so well that it was adopted by all the 
later associations. 
WATER ROUTES. 

As aregulator of railroad tariffs, the water 
routes by way of the great lakes and the Mis- 
sissippi River were very effectual. At cer- 
tain seasous canal routes were closed to 
traffic, and it was populariy supposed that 
railroads then had it all their own way. 
This was nottrue, and the idea that roads 
could extort any tariff they pleased by mere- 
ly combining was false. There were many 
other elements which would combine to pre- 
vent such a result. 

ln regard to competition on water routes, 
the witness thought this could not be con- 
trolied as in the case of railroads. It was 
much easier to put a steamboat or a dozen 
canal-boats on route than to build a new 
railroad. The principal object of the asso- 
ciation was to arrange uniform 
rates of tariff for the transportation 


on a competitive plan. It had nothing 
with local business, but only when there was 
competition at some great distributing point 
for a certain class of business. It was 
necessary in order to protect the shippers, 
that roads competing for this business should 
have an understanding by which rates would 
be known. 


Senator Blair inquired whether this was 


not opposed to the idea of natural competi- 


on. 

Mr. Fink replied: These associations did 
not at all efiect natural and legitimate com- 
petition. They merely prevented ruinous 
competition; competition between railroads 
Was different from that between private in- 
dividuals.

RAILWAY LEGISLATION. 
Mr. Fink thought legislation might be em- 


ployed to assist railroads in maintaining 
uniform rates if such au organization as he 
luanaged could be incorporated by the Gen- 
eral Government, but no direct legislation 
would avail.

COLERIDGE. 


The Eminent Jurist at Utica, N. . 
A Reception Given in His Hon- 
| or by Ex.-Gov. Horatio 

\ Seymour. . 


Urica, N. V., Sept. 17.—|Special.]—Lord 
Chief-Justice Coleridge was entertained by 
the Utica bar this afternoon, and was called 
on at his hotel bya number of prominent 
citizens. Ile complalned of suffering from 
theetirst cold he has had since leaving Eu- 
land., and while his suite rode out he rested 
in his room. Ex.-Gov. Seymour gave a re- 
ception in his honor in the evening at the 
Fort Schuyler Club-House, to which 500 in- 
vitations were issued.

= lawyers representing all parts of the 

te. 

Regrets were received from Chief-Justice 
Waite, Attorney-General Brewster, Justices 
of the Supreme Court of the United States, 
President Arthur, and others. 

Mr. Seymour in presenting his guest said 
the interest telt in this country in the visit of 
the Lord Chief Justice of England is due 
largely to judicial positions and their rela- 
tionship to our Government. In no other 
country does the judiciary hold the same re- 
lationship to Government. The great pur- 
pose of our Constitution is to protect the 
rights of persons, property, and con- 
sciences with regard to religion, the 
freedom of speech and the press, and the 
right to assemble, to ask tor a redress of 
wiongs. Nor can the Government infringe 
upon the right of the people to be secure in 
their persons, houses, papers, and effects. 
Our Constitu not ouly forbids such in- 
vasion of rights, but it also provides a 
method by which they shall be checked if 
attemp It is their power which places 
our judiciary so high in public * — 
and creates an interest in the char- 
acter and actions of Judges in other 
lands. The common law which we in- 
herit from England still governs in 
this and many other States where it has not 
been chan by legislation. This in most 
cases is merely designed to embody and 
classify the principles of common law and 
make thein clearer. Our distinguished guest, 
although he has put the broad Atlantic be- 
tween himselt and his home, has not in all 
respects placed himself beyond the limits of 
his judicial influence, therefore his visit to 
this country is regarded with great and gen- 
eral interest. Gov. Seymour conclud by 
introducing Lord Coleridge to the assembl 
guests. 

The response of the guest was in happy 
terms and dealt compliments to the distin- 
guished citizen who had introduced him in 
such kind terms to the gentiemen whose 
guest he was and to American judicial 
system.

[Junius Brutus Booth was the oldest son 
of the great tragedian by his first wife.

He was a studious boy and a great favorit 
‘with his father, who hoped to see the lad de- 
velopa fondness for law or medicine. Young 
Junius, however, soon showed his partiality 
for the In his 14th year 
he was one of the managers of the Great 
Olympian circus; admission, 1 cent.” The 

rformances were given in the cellarof a 

ouse on High street, in Baltimore. Associ- 
ated with him in the management of the 

Olympian were John Sleeper Clarke and other 
boys, who afterward became prominent 
actors. 

Junius made his professional début in 
Pittsburg, in 1834, when he played ‘Tressel 
in Richard III.“ In 1851 he made his first 
appearance in New York, at the Bowery 
Theatre. A few months later he went to 
California, after playing tragedy in San 
Francisco Sacramento, entered into 
partnership with William B. Chapman, the 
comedian, and managed a theatre. 

A few seasons iater Junius returned to 
the East and tried starring, but was not suc- 
cessful. He wasan actor of ordinary ability, 
and in the race for popularity was out- 
stripped by his younger and more talented 
brothers—Edwin and John Wilkes. He had, 
however, a thorough knowledge of, acting, 
and was a fine stage director. He played 
with many of the most prominent dramatic 
companies in America since the War, and

In 1867 Booth became the manager of the 
Boston Theatre, which he conducted success- 
tully for several years, and in 1873 he leased 
Booth’s Theatre, New York, from Edwin, 
but soon retired from the of 
that unfortunate house: Early in life he 
married au actress named Matilda Debar. 
They separated in 1851, and in 
1852 he. married a oston actress 
named Harriet Mace.

BANK SUSPENSION. 


COLLAPSE OF THE ‘EXCHANGE BANK OF 


MC AL. 

MONTREAL, Que, Sept. 17,—| Special. — 
There was some excitement exhibited by par- 
ties holding bills or deposit receipts on the 
Exchange Bank, which collapsed this moru- 
ing, but the suspension has caused less atten- 
tion, or even uneasiness, in financial or com- 
mercial circles than might have been expect- 


ed. It is nut even regarded as a sign of bad 


times or as likely to give rise to alarm or 


trouble. It is said that it had been general 


ly leoked for, and had been to a large 
extent discounted by bankers on the street. 
Bankers are of opinion there will 
be no evil results following, as 
they attribute the embarrassment entirely 
to reckless overexpansion of credit on a very 
light capital. The bills of the bank were 
bought today by exchange-brokers all the 
way from 50 to 90 per cent of their face 


value, closing firm at the latter pries. The 
highest offer at the close for the stock was 
50 per cent of par value. 


Four local banks—the City and District 


Savings, the Merchants’ Federal, and the 


Bank of Montreal—advanced $600,000 some 
time ago to heip the institution out of its 
financial difficulties, but it seem this had 
no effect beyond  staving off the 
evil day for a short time. The 
management shows on paper that large protits 
have been made, but they are locked up with 
the capital in inactive assets. The feeling 
prevails that the creditors will be paid in full 
with interest, and holders of notes or de- 
posit receipts, would be foolish to part with 
their interests at a discount. No matter how 
shareholders fare the creditors are held to be 
absolutely safe. Should the assets nct meet 
in full the habilities, the shareholders are 
held by the new law to pay double the 
amouut of stock they held. ' 
THE AUGUST STATEMENT. 

The statements of the bank to Aug. 30 
shows that the notesin circulation have in- 
creased $15,744, the figures being $467,385 for 
August and $451,641 for July. ‘the Dominion

Fresh Circumstantial Evidenee, Ale 
teged to Connect the Woman“ Lover 
‘With Mer Murder. | 
STRATFORD, Conn., Sept. 17.—[{Special.]— 


Although it has been confidently expected 


that Gov. Waller would offer at least $3,000 
reward for the arrest of Rose Am- 
bler’s murderer, he has disappointed. many 
people by proclaiming today a reward 
of only half that amount. The detectives, 
meanwhile, are gathering additional points 
in the case against Lewis, all of them sig- 
gestive of his guilt, but none having weight 
enough to convince an unprejudiced man. 
‘The lap robe in the hands of Medical-Exam- 
iner hite, of New Haven, is undoubt- 
edly spotted with blood, fur Lewis’ 
ewn family confess but attempt 
to avoid the inference of guilt by explainmg 
that the spots came there in a legitimate 
ways Mrs. Lewis says that the robe has 
been thus stained for a year or more, and 
that she is responsible fur the marks. She 
says that she was bringing home some ment 
from market in-the latter part of last summer, 
and in order to protect it from the flies she 
wrapped it up in the robe, and blood from 
the meat saturated it. The detectives claim 
now that they will be able to prove that a 
carriage left Lewis’ house after 10 o’clock 
on the night of the . murder, 
was driven through a now un⸗ 
used lane which connects with the Oronoque 
road at a point near where the girl’s body 
was found. John Beach will testify that he 
saw the tracks of this wagon leading from 
Lewis’ house, and other people living along 
this road will be produced who will swear 
that they heard it pass their houses 
after 10 o’clock. This apparently confirms 
the theory that Rose was murdered near 
Lewis’ house and subsequently taken in @ 
vehicle to the place where her body was 
found. Other new evidence has been found 
which apparently establishes the fact that 
Rose was not out during the rainstorm eith- 
er dead or alive, and that therefore 
could not have gone directly homew 
after leaving the Lewis house at the time.

POLITICAL ADVERTISING. 

When busitiess competition becomes brisk 
advertising always prospers, and as it waxes 
hotter the advertising becomes unique in its 
ingenuity. The competitors strive to catch 
the public eye by curiously worded an- 
nouncements in the newspapers, by pictur- 
esque cuts, and sometimes by most extraor- 
dinary displays in the streets or at their 

places of business. This style of commer- 
cial procedure has of late been transferred 
to polities. The Democratic competition for 
the Presidential nomination has become very 
brisk. There is-no Bourbon. statesman who 
has not erected his lightning-rod, hoping he 
may be struck, while many a one, despairing 
of individual success in such a multiplicity 
‘of rods, has advertised peculiar inducements 
to the public why he should be the chosen 
one, ahd why no attention should be paid to 
the concerns over the way. 

‘These devices have been as unique as any 
that were ever concocted by an impresario 
in his effort to litt an artist up on the pedesta! 
of popularity. Ex-Speaker Randall has tried 
the jury act. Hearing one day that he had 
been drawn, he did not wait for the summons 
to be served, but went to the constable and 
fiercely demanded his right to obey it. 
When the court assembied he was the first 
man of the panel to get into the jury-box, 
and no inducement was strong enough to 
make him sit with the lawyers. He pre- 
ferted to remain among his peers. When 
his name was called he answered up cheeri- 
ly, and instead of nutifying the court that he 
had a siek family, or that he had served 
twice in succession, or that he was far gone 
in consumption, as most citizens are in the 
habit of doing, he accepted his fate with 
alacrity, and even made a little speech 
upon the duties of citizens and the 
beauties of the jury system, and concluded 
his harangue with the following touching 
peroration: “1 have no reason for declining. 
lam not too old, I am not too young, I am 
not too rich, I am not too sick. Here I am! 
Here I stay!’ Lou sent for me and I have 
come, said Metamora. “Here I take my 
stand. I cannot do more,” said Luther. 
“ J’y suis; j’y reste,” said MacMahon. If 
not altogether original in his declaration, 
Mr. Randall was more superabundant than 
the gentlemen whom he copied.

At the same time it must be remembered 
that France is giving Germany cause of 
‘quarrel. The partiality of France for Rus- 
sia, which is assuming a hostile attitude to 
her Teutonte neighbors, is avowed. The 
French army is maintained at an enormous 
expense und the naval and military equip- 
ments are pushed regardless of cost for the 
almost declaréd purpose of recovering the 
lost provinces and getting oven for the 
disasters of Metz and Sedan. Hatred of 
Germany is synonymous with patriotism in 
France. The provincial journals and politi- 
cians cherish this hatred; they inculcate it; 
they preach it as a sacred duty. The peas- 
ants gladly pay theif war taxes because 
it goes to equip an immense army 
which they hope shall one day move 
“on to Berlin.” The publie schools 
are propagandas of this new ot- 
ism. The textbooks, the pictures, and 
headlines of the copy-books are made with 
the purpose of showing how base and wicked 
the Germans ars, how great was the misfort- 
une of France in having been defeated in 
1871, and what a patriotic duty it is to pre- 
pare for the day when these wicked enemies 
shall be punished and these misfortanes 
shali be repaired. The Paris correspondent 
of the London Times felates an incident 
which shows how the wish “ to get even 
pervades all classes in France. 
to the French aceount three school masters of

brigands. M. Henri Martin, the historian, 
who is a member of the Départmental Coun- 
eil, recently brought before his colleagues 
an engraving representing the execu- 
tion of the three sehoolmasters by 
ferocious Teuton soldiers, and recommended 
that it be adopted as one of a set of 
pictures to adorn the public-school walls.

Thotigh the 
Council did not approve of his suggestion, 
doubtless on the ground of eost, the fact 
that he made it shows the bitter feeling 
against Germany on thé part of her Gallic 
neighbors. Under the cireumstances there 
is much justification for Bismarck in taking 
advantage of France’s difficulties. The hos- 
tile and revengeful temper of France Im- 
poses crushing burdens on the German peo- 
ple. Her armaments are a menace to Ger- 
many. Every improvement in them adds to 
the taxation of that country. The indemulty 
and the possession of Alsace and Lorraine 
are not fair equivalents. And now France's 
ally is massing troops on the Polish frontier, 
fomenting disturbanees against her ally in 
Croatia, rousing an anti-Teuton feeling in Bo- 
hemia, and has permitted to pass unrepri- 
manded Gen. Gourko’s appeals to the anti- 
German prejudices of the Slavic peoples— 
appeals as imflammatory and as disturbing 
as those made by Skobeieff, and discoun- 
tenanceed then by the Czar. Only the utmost

-EDtcative THE BLACKS. 
Mr. John C. Calhoun, in his statement be- 


fore the Senate Committee on Labor and Ed- 
ucation, has suggested that the former cot- 
ton tax of $70,00),000 should be appropriated 
to the education of the negro at the South. 
The arguments against such a scheme are 
abundant and obvious, but perhaps none 
would be so practical and convincing as that 
afforded by the Hon. E. II. Fay, State Super- 
intendent of Publie Schools in Louisiana, 
who, ina recent letter, acknowledged that 
there is not today a single public school in 
operation in the entire State. The reasons 
for this disgracefal conditiowof things are: 
(1) Under Democratic rule the appro- 
priations for the public schools have. 
been cut down to a fidiculously 
inadequate sum; (2) a very large slice of the 
inadequate appropriation was set aside for 
the maintenance of universities at New 
Orleans and Baton Houge; and (3) the re- 
mainder of the appropriation, small as it was, 
has been tied up by litigation designed to 
deprive the rutal districts of school funds 
and thereby shut off thé negroes from all 
educational facilities. In the light of this 
information, the inquiry naturally suggests 
itself, What would it avail to turn over to 


tional purposes while the Bourbon State 
Governments deliberat ly refuse to give the 
blacks the benefit of any part of the meagre 
State allowance for public schools? 

We fear that Mr. Calhoun’s suggestion is 
prompted more by a desire, which is grow- 
ing and spreading at the South, to secure a re- 
turn of the revenue derived from the former 
cotton tax ($70,000,000) and a redistribution 
among the Southern States than by any in- 
terest In the education of the negroes. The 
men who hope for this as well as those whe 
are scheming for it will have to await the 
advent of the Democratic party in the con- 
trol of the Government. There is no justice 
in the demand for the redistribution of. the 
$70,000,000 realized by the Government from 
the cotton tax. That tax was levied déring 
a very brief period of time as a special 
war tax, upon the same principle as 
the income tax, the tax on gross receipts, 
and other special taxes growing out of the 
War. There is no more reason why the 
revenue derived from the cotton tax should 
be refunded than there is för refunding the 
revenue which the other special taxes 
yielded. Asa matter of fact, there is con- 
siderably less reason for it, since the cotton 
tax was the only special contribution the 
South ever made toward defraying the ex- 
penses of the war it forced upon tne coun- 
try, and that was insignificant as compared 
with the special contributions levied upon 
the North. It is apparent, moreover, that 
the Southern States would have no claim in 
any case upon money paid in taxes to the 
General Government by private persons. To 
redistribute an amount equal to the pro- 
ceeds of the cotton tax among the Southern 
States In order to secure better educational 
facilities for the negroes would evidently 
be a delusion and a snaré, judging from the 
common-school system of Louisiana, 

There is but one plan for extending Gov- 
ernment ald to the public-school system of 
this country which will command popular 
support, and that is, to assure the ber- 
manency of the whisky tax by applying the 
revenue therefrom to the maintenance and 
extension of the public-school system, and at 
the same time to require from every State an 
additional expenaiture of its own money for

A MONOPOLIST’S IDEA OF COMMUNISM. 
There is a newspaper in Chicago which 
never neglects an opportunity to pander to 
thotiopoly interests. It is not surbrising, théte- | 
fore, that this journal should denounce 
Judge Cooley as a monopolist because he has 
written a clear legal argument demonstrating 
the responsibility of the ‘quasi-public eotpo- 
rations to State regulation in all matters af- 
fecting the public. Judge Cooley is not a 
sentimentalist nor even an advocate. He is 
a leartied and eminent jurist, and his mind 
probably as free from bias and as 
from popular influences as that of any man 
in the country. He argued out the right of 
the State to restrain the pablic corporations 
ftom the exact lion of excessive and unreason- 
able profits at the éxpénse of the public from 
legal premises which have been established 
beyond all dispute for hundreds of years. 
Tux TRIBUNE has presented that argument 
in summary and in detail, and itis not nec 
essary now to go over it again. But the 
organ of the monopolists to whieh we reter 
ignores the law thus clearly set forth, and 
jumps at the conclusion that Judge Cooley 
must be at least a “ political Communist,” 
as if that meant anything different from the 
usual aéceptation of the term, because he 
does not, in the interest of the corporations, 
distort and misreptesent the principles of 
law which govern the relations between the 
corporations and thie people. 
The organ of the monopollsts takes the éx- 
traordinary position that There is nothing 
in existence and owned by the State which 
it gives away when it charters a railway.” 
This doctrine does away eompletely with 
the inherent sovereignty ef Government 
and the established and uncontested right 
known as “eminent domain.” If there is no 
sovereignty pertaining to Government which 
enables it to protect the people from impo- 
sition and abuses at the hands of individuals 
aid corporations whose rights, privileges, 
and powers are acquired from the Govern- 
ment, then fife organization of society in a 
political entity is a superfluity and failure. 
I the monopolists adhere to such a theory 
as their organ puts forth, they are the most 
formidable Communists in the land, fot they 
| assert thereby a claim to the right to con- 

fiscate the property of the people without in- 
terference from any power, and they ac- 
knowledge no restraint short of popular vp- 
rising and a revolution against their suprem- 
acy. Wethink thé suecessful monopolists 
themselves will be inclined to disavow any 
such theory, fer they are intelligent enough 
to be aware that its application would soon- 
er or later fan thé flame of popular indigna- 
tion into a raging fire which would sweep 
throughout the country with the force, im- 
pet os ity, and disaster of an tnrestrained 
forest fire. 

The State encourages the aggrégation of 
capital to provide improvement and expedi- 
tion in the means of communication and ex- 
change among the people. To this end it 
delegates to corporations the exercise of 
rights which originally attached to Govern- 
ment exclusively. The severeign power of 
eminent domain and the control of certain 
highways are among the delegated privi- 
leges. But it is madness for any corpota- 
tion exercismg these prerogatives by express 
provision of the State to assume that on this 
account it becomes an independent sover- 
éignty and escapes all responsibility to Gov- 
ernment and the people. If certain corpo- 
tations, grown fat upon the substance 
of the people and arrogant from long 
indulgence, had become imbued with 
such a notion they were brought to 
their senses by the decisions of the United 
States Supreme Court in the so-called 
„Granger cases.“ Judge Cooley’s argument 
on the State regulation of corporate prof- 
its * is a clearer description of the evolution 
of law following the progress of invention 
and the uses of Capital, but the principles he 
lays down and the logie of his conclusions 
ate the same as those of the Supreme Court 
decisions. It is preposterous to maintain 
that the powers of Government may be ac- 
quired by individuals and combinations of 
private capital, and thus used to oppress the 
people for whose benefit these powers were 
created originally. The principles of law 
and society have not changed because the 
old highroad has given way to the railroad 
or the miail-coach to the telegraph. The 
right of the Government to regulate the 
business of the common carrier is as well- 
defined in law today as it was a hundred 
years ago, and that is precisely what Judge 
Cooley has pointed out so clearly that “‘he 
who runs may read.“ 


COMMISSIONER Frnk yesterday gave his 
testimony before the sub-committee of the 
United States Senate Conimittee on Labor 
and Education. Forty railway corporations 
have intrusted him with the making of their 
tariff sehedules, and he has filled this office, 
perhaps the most responsible commercial 
trust of modern times, for many years. He 
believes the pooling system necessary to the 
existence of any railway service whatever. 
The growth of this necessity he instanced 
by stating that when he began as Pool Com- 
missioner he represented but five roads, all 
running east and west. Two associations 
similar to the one which he controls now exist 
in the West, covering territory not occupied 
by the Eastern pool. Pooling on a grand scale 
began in 1875 in the South. But for the 
water routes, Mr. Fink admitted, it would 
go very hard with the people, as the pinch 
which shippers now get at the close of navi- 
gation would be an all-destroying grip but 
that the dread of something after springtime 
puzzies the magnates’ will. ‘The gospel ae- 
cording to Fink is, that when petition be- 
tween individuals becomes ruinous it stops 
itself; but when corporations get into sueh 
a fight it eannot be stopped by the mere ruin 
of the properties involved. Competition 
must be eliminated in order to make the 
business of transportation possible. Mr. 
Fink pronounced the scheme of Govern- 
mental purchase arid control of the railroads 
the wildest folly imaginable—no sane man 
would entertain such a proposition. Toa 
question as to whether the people could not 
be relieved of their causes of complaint, Mr. 
Fink grimly responded that so long as the 
people were charged anything at all they 


would remain obdurate.

At the meeting of the com- 
mittee @ resolution was passed to fine any 
member of the pool double the amount of 
any tickets which should be proven to have 
been sold by that member at cut fares.

Late Legal 
The following is an abstract of some of the 
more important legal decisions rendered in 
some of the higher courts: 


PROMISSORY NOTE—PERCENTAGE VS. PEN- 
ALTY FOR NON-PAYMENT—USURY. 

A promissory note was given, payabie in six 
mootns, and bearing 10 per cent interest; and it 
was provided therein that, if it was “ not paid at 
maturity, the principal should draw 24 per cent.
